Altrincham  is  situated  in  the  northern  part  of  Cheshire  8 miles 
due  south  from  the  centre  of  Manchester.  It  is  the  centre  of  an 
area  rapidly  growing  in  population  and  is  the  shopping  centre  of 
this  area.  A public  market  is  held  on  two  days  of  the  week,  Tuesdav 
and  Saturday. 
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During  1940  all  skilled  labour  in  the  heavy  engineering  industry 
has  been  fully  engaged.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  SANITARY 
INSPECTOR  FOR  THE  YEAR  1940. 

Sanitary  Department, 

Town  Hall, 

Altrincham.

The  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of 
Altrincham. 

Your  Worship  and  Gentlemen, 

The  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1940  is  somewhat  restricted  in 
size,  in  view  of  the  need  for  economy,  and  the  conservation  of  paper. 

The  activities  of  the  Sanitary  Department  have  been  somewhat 
changed  during  a year  in  which  the  country  was  involved  in  a major 
struggle. 

Some  notable  alterations  have  been  made  due  to  the  changed 
conditions,  which  have  placed  increased  responsibilities  upon  the 
staff  of  the  Sanitary  Department. 

The  evacuation  of  women  and  children  into  the  Borough  did  not 
take  place  to  the  same  extent  in  1940  as  was  the  case  in  1939. 

The  Salvage  of  Waste  Materials  became  a matter  of  prime  import- 
ance to  the  Nation,  and  the  collection  and  sale  of  salvage  was  carried 
out  through  the  Local  Authorities.  Of  such  vital  importance  was  this 
subject  regarded  by  the  Minister  of  Supply,  that  in  exercise  of  the 
powers  conferred  upon  him  by  Regulation  54B  of  the  Defence 
(General)  Regulations,  1939,  the  Minister  made  an  Order  making  it 
compulsory  upon  Local  Authorities  to  collect  certain  articles  from 
occupied  premises.  Personally,  I wholeheartedly  endorse  the  attitude 
of  the  Minister  of  Supply,  and  am  of  the  opinion  that  had  other 
Ministers  of  the  Crown  adopted  a similar  attitude,  instead  of  leaving 
so  much  to  the  discretion  of  the  individual,  it  would  have  resulted 
in  a greater  concerted  effort  by  the  Nation  as  a body,  towards  achieving 
that  victory  we  are  so  anxious  to  attain. 

The  Ministry  of  Food  by  arrangement  with  the  Corporation 
entered  into  possession  as  tenants  of  the  Slaughterhouses,  Moss 
Lane,  Altrincham,  in  January,  1940.  The  area  supplied  from  the 
Slaughterhouses  comprised  the  Borough  of  Altrincham,  Urban 
Districts  of  Hale,  Lymm  and  Bowdon,  and  the  Rural  District  of 
Bucklow.  The  number  of  animals  which  passed  through  the  premises 
as  compared  with  normal  times  increased  enormously,  and  this 
placed  a heavy  strain  upon  the  Sanitary  Inspectors,  who  have  inspected 
the  carcases  and  organs,  and  advised  the  Ministry  of  Food  by  the 
issue  of  certificates  of  anything  which  was  unfit  for  food. 
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Civil  Defence  Services  have  also  occupied  the  attention  of  the 
Sanitary  Department.  The  section  which  comes  under  the  immediate 
control  of  the  Department  is  the  Decontamination  of  Roads,  Buildings, 
Protective  and  Civilian  Clothing.  On  the  outbreak  of  war  in  September, 
1939,  this  service  was  considered  by  the  Ministry  of  Home  Security 
to  be  of  such  importance  as  to  necessitate  the  employment  of  whole- 
time personnel  as  standby  Decontamination  Squads,  and  the  general 
public  were  urged  to  take  precautions  against  the  employment  by 
the  enemy  of  poison  gas.  On  February  23rd,  1940,  by  order  of  the 
Ministry  of  Home  Security  Decontamination  Personnel  ceased  to 
be  a wholetime  paid  service  of  the  civil  defence  organisation,  and 
became  part-time  unpaid  volunteers. 

Collection  and  Disposal  of  Refuse. 

On  account  of  the  necessity  for  salvaging  waste  materials  as  ordered 
by  the  Ministry  of  Supply,  refuse  from  premises  in  the  Borough 
except  the  centre  of  the  town  was  only  collected  once  in  every 
fourteen  days,  and  not  every  seven  days  as  previously.  The  Corpor- 
ation also  drew  the  attention  of  occupiers  of  dwelling-houses  to  the 
necessity  for  excluding  all  Garden  Refuse  from  Dustbins.  The 
fortnightly  collection  commenced  in  July,  1940.  All  available  trans- 
port was  required  for  dealing  with  the  salvage  of  waste  materials,  and 
the  scavenging  of  the  pail  closets  at  the  School  Air  Raid  Shelters 
which  are  used  by  the  general  public.

The  cost  of  repairs  will  increase  in  1941,  on  account  of  age  of  some 
of  the  vehicles,  and  provision  must  be  made  in  the  estimates  to  meet 
it. 

Refuse  Disposal. 

The  difficulty  in  obtaining  suitable  land  for  the  disposal  of  refuse 
continues. 

On  August  6th,  1940,  the  Corporation  decided  that  the  pasture 
land  running  down  to  the  river  at  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works,  Wood- 
cote  Farm,  be  handed  over  to  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  the 
purpose  of  disposal  of  refuse.
